000 for the Sedalia base. Plans then 


called for a Strategic Air Com­ 
mand medium bomber wing with 
approximately 4,000 men, civilian 
and military, on the base by June 
1, 1953. 
j 
Neighboring towns of W arrens- 
i burg, Sedalia, Windsor. Knob Nos- 
ter and La Mont were told in 1951 
j of plans for the base. They were 
asked to build 300 housing units, 
I 200 for rent and 100 for sale. This 
1 request was cleared through the 
j regional HHFA office in Kansas 
City, and Defense Housing appro­ 
val was given December 28, 1951. 
Some 125 units were completed 
several months ago. In the m ean­ 
time, reactivation o.f the base had 
not been carried through as sched­ 
uled, and the units were ready be­ 
fore the renters were ready to oc­ 
cupy them. A num ber of the houses 
are still vacant. Some of the autho­ 
rizations were first held up, then 
cancelled. 
The Air Force was just getting 
in high gear on the base when all 
such projects were halted by the

Restudy was completed April 7. 
Of the bases being rebuilt, Air 
Force officials announced, Sedalia 
was top importance and would be 
kept in operation as long as any of 
the bases reactivated since 1950.

“We don’t blame the Air Force 
pepple,” say the HHFA adm ini­ 
strators.

The best way to harvest soy­ 
beans is to combine direct from 
the standing stalks.

The pods should be dry enough 
to split open when squeezed be­ 
tween thumb and forefinger.

Malden AB Foreign Fliers 
Appear Before Rotary Club 


The regular weekly dinner meet­ 
ing of the Rotary Club at the Char­ 
coal House last night took on an 
international flavor when Cadet 
Nels Erickson, of Copenhagen, Den­ 
mark, talked of conditions in his 
native land and about his training 
as a pilot, part of which he is un­ 
dergoing at the Malden Air Base. 
Ben Douglass, director of aca­ 
demic training at the base, came 
to Sikeston on the invitation of 
R. L. Brockman, program chair­ 
man for the evening, and brought 
with him Joseph Delommez, of 
Lille, France and young Erickson 
as representative of the youths 
from allied countries who are being 
taught to flv under the NATO plan. 
Brockman introduced Douglass 
and the cadets to the Rotarians and 
Douglass apologized for not having 
a talk prepared but explained he 
had not known he was coming 
until late this afternoon. He ex­ 
plained his position at the base by 
stating that the cadets not only 
have to fly but they h£ye Tb go- to 
school also. The times have chang­ 
ed, he said, since the days he learn­ 
ed to fly in the smaller, simpler 
machines of some years back. Now 
they learn to fly planes that have 


from 60 to 70 instruments to watch 
and a great deal of physics and 
chemistry enters into learning how 
to fly. 
Responding to questions, Doug­ 
lass told the club the course lasts 
for 145 hours or six months. The 
first 25 hours the cadets are start­ 
ed on their training in Piper Cubs 
Ion the theory that it is better to 
start with an easy to fly plane and, 
too, in 25 hours they cm determine 
whether a man has the knack of 
flying. 
! 
“We can teach anybody to fly, 
| eventually,” Douglass said,“ but 
the time element enters into the 
picture. Most of our wash-outs of 
would-be pilots come during that 
first 25 hours.” 
I 
After the first 25 hours the 
cadets go into 120 hours flying 
the AT-6. Of this period 45 hours 
is spent in instrument flying under 
a hood and 15 to 20 hours in cross 
country flying. To wind up the 
the course they get five flights: 
1 two cross country, one by day and 
! one by night in dual flying, i.e. 
with an instructor along. Then they 
get three solo flights. Some times 
the boys get lost, he said, but they 
have radio direction at the base 


and it brings them home. 
Civilian Schools Cheaper 
The six months at Malden is 
only the primary training and when 
they successfully complete that 
they have more courses to take. 
They are taught in the civilian 
schools, of which there are nine, 
Douglass continued, because it is 
cheaper than the Army can do 
and, also, it has been found that 
the students from allied countries 
are more at ease with civilian 
teachers than they are with Army 
officers and make better progress. 
He introduced Erickson to re­ 
late his experiences as a cadet and 
the young Dane promptly made 
personal allies of every Rotarian 
there. 
He had been in the Danish army 
half a year, he said, and the chance 
came to make application to take 
flying instructions. There were 
3000 applications and of these only 
a third got back orders to take the 
tests. Then he had to take a week 
i of tests which included physical 
and educational questions. Then 
he went back to the army and 
waited a month before he got a 
telegram ordering him to join the 
1 air force “And was I happy!” he 
:said.

Then he took three months pre­ 
flight and two months flying train­ 
ing on British ‘Chipmonks’. Then 
came a final examination.

His Ideas on Value of ‘"V 
Newspaper Advertising 


Founder ond Board Chairman of Big Retail 
Dry Goods Chain Says His Firm Prefers 
It to Any Other Media Available. 


(The transcript of a speech delivered last week by the board 
chairm an of the J. C. Penney Company before the Inland Daily 
Press Association in Chicago appears below). 
By J. C. PENNEY 
_____ 


As I indicated in my reply to 
your invitation, I felt both pleased 
and honored to learn that your 
Program Committee wanted me to 
talk to you, and on a subject of 
such importance to you as news­ 
papermen, and to me as a retailer 
— namely, advertising. Further­ 
more, I have heard some fine things 
about your 69-year-old organiza­ 
tion which, I understand, is the 
largest, as well as the oldest, reg­ 
ional association of daily news­ 
papers in the United States, Yes, 
I really welcomed this opportunity 
to meet and talk with you. 
I would have much to learn from 
you — for I know little about the 
advertising profession, nor about 
techniques of copywriting printing 
engraving, newspaper circulation 
and all the other intricacies of your 
business. 
| And yet I have agreed to speak 
to you about advertising, for I 
have some strong convictions about 
the principles that govern it. To me 
it is covered by the same code of 
Othics that distinguish all sound 
Iguman relationships. Advertising 
ip a message from someone with 
something to sell — to those he 
tfopes will need it and buy it. 
What, then, is the advertiser’s 
Obligation? 
To me it is simply this: To come 
ipto the market place—your news­ 
papers—with the story of his m er­ 
chandise, told simply, clearly and 
honestly. It is also his obligation 
to convey to the hoped-for custo­ 
mer what kind of business he con­ 
ducts, what advantages it offers to 
those who respond to his adver­ 
tising. 
I deplore the generally accepted 
kind of advertising that tries to 
make people believe no product is 
worthy but the product being ad­ 
vertised. I deplore the implication 
that no advertiser is honest and 
Sincere but the one whose adver­ 
tising is being read. I don’t like 
the kind of advertising that claims 
a piece of merchandise is worth 
more than the price at which it is 
being offered. I don’t believe in 
comparative price advertising — 
because I don’t think it is believ­ 
able. 
As a matter of policy, the Penney 
Company does not use compara­ 
tive price advertising. We don’t 
expect nor want our customers to 
think we’re selling them a $1 item 
for 79-cents. If we can sell it at 
79 cents, it’s a 79-cent item. People 
know instinctively that a merchant 
can’t afford to lose money on the 
things he sells. Isn’t it much better 
to suggest—and prove—that he is 
giving them full value for every 
dime they spend? I just don’t be­ 
lieve people are stupid enough to 
think that business can operate 
without a reasonable profit. 
This policy of ours has built a 
tremendous amount of public con­ 
fidence. People believe what they 
read in Penny advertising. That’s 
one reason it’s so productive. And 
the other, of course, is the excel­ 
lent quality of your newspapers, 
the effectiveness of your circula­ 
tion. 
Many merchants do not think it 
is 
practical 
business 
to 
spend 
money on advertising that doesn’t 
guote comparative prices. They are 
afraid to trust their readers by a 
straightforward, 
honest 
appeal. 
They are afraid to believe that 
people really don’t expect “some­ 
thing for nothing.’’ 
Here are two opposing points 
of view. Let us examine them in 
the light of experience—let us look 
at the record. 
I started my first store in the 
little coal-mining town of Kem- 
merer, Wyo., in 1902. I had saved 
$500, borrowed $1500. I called my 
Store The Golden Rule, because I 
was sure that the “do-unto-others” 
idea was a practical business code,

I talked with people in 
the newspapers just as I would in 
my store—or if I met a neighbor 
on the street. I just told what I had 
t0 Seil—told all about it—and kept 
it honest and believable. 
It may not seem like much of a 
formula, but that one small store 
has became nearly 1640 department 
stores, represented in every state 
in the retail field0 That’s something 
of well over a billion dollars. I do 
not say that this is solely due to 
the kind of advertising we did — 
and do. But it is due to the under­ 
lying idea of the business, to the 
policies that apply to every facet 
of it. 
What else can I say to you about 
the value of newspaper advertising 
in the rtail field? That’s something 
you’d be interested in, too—and 
something I know about. The fact 
is that retailers can’t get along 
without it—arifl they’d better not 
try! 
, 
. 
That’s really the who^e story — 
we can’t do business without new s­ 
paper advertising. The newspapers 
are our market place, where we 
come to cry our wares. It is they 
who give us an opportunity to bring 
before the public the advantages 
of shopping in Penney stores. 
But that’s only half the picture. 
What we have to tell and sell is 
also welcome news to newspaper 
readers, as vital and interesting as 
the other news that appears side 
by side with our advertising. It is 
our advertising that helps news­ 
papers to thrive—to provide good, 
interesting news material to their 
readers, who are also our custo­ 
mers. This is a sound and healthy 
relationship, for it works to the 
benefit of all concerned—to you 
who publish newspapers, to those 
who advertise in them, and to those 
who read them. 
The value of newspaper adver­ 
tising to the retailer made evident 
every time he advertises—or fails 
to advertise. When news of his 
store and his merchandise appears 
in the paper, the next day brings 
people in for the things advertis­ 
ed. If he doesn’t advertise, those 
people soon forget him and go to 
the stores that recognize the im­ 
portance of keeping themselves be­ 
fore the public. 
Newspaper advertising gives us 
retailers an invitation into the 
homes of those we want to reach 
—and can reach in no other eco­ 
nomical way. Note that word eco­ 
nomical. Just suppose we were to 
try to get our message, individually 
into every home our local paper 
reaches. The cost would be stag­ 
gering. Imagine a merchant send­ 
ing, to every home in town, a daily 
circular. His cost for this round­ 
about way of reaching his custo­ 
mers would be tar greater than the 
gross business that would result 
from it. 
That is why we spend the bulk 
of our advertising dollars in news­ 
papers—it seems perfectly natural 
to us that retailers can no more 
live 
without 
newspapers 
than 
newspapers can live without retail 
advertising. 
We are aware, of course, of the 
many other effective media avail­ 
able to us—the national magazines, 
radio, television and so on. We give 
them due consideration, and we 
may well explore these other fields 
with a view to making our adver­ 
tising dollars still more productive. 
But the very backbone of our ad­ 
vertising must still be in the local 
newspaper. It is the thing whirh

Music Excellent 
Turning to the high school staff 
and the program offered, Wardlow 
was high in his praise of the mu­ 
sic department, which was rated 
excellent by the commission. He 
pointed out that the strength of 
the department probably lies in 
the personality involved. 
The study of the agriculture de­ 
partment showed, Wardlow stat­ 
ed, that it is in excellent shape. 
He added that it will and should 
no doubt continue to grow tre­ 
mendously, and there is a need for 
youngsters to learn more about 
agriculture.

His voice filled with emotion, 
the 77-year-old chancellor who 
stands for a Germany united in 
alliance with the free world, de­ 
clared: 
“With weapons, an unarmed, 
defenseless people can be beaten 
to the ground, but their will, their 
determination, will never bow.” 
He added: 
“The whole world 
has 
been 
shown that Germans will not be 
slaves. The whole world has been 
shown that they will no longer 
bear tyranny, that the period of 
totalitarian rule over the Germans 
is past.” 
Hushed Silence Reigns 
Red flames burned atop black 
obelisks at the city hall entrance. 
The great crowd stood in hushed 
silence. Police said there were 
50,000 even before the service be­ 
gan. 
Of Germans shot down by Com­ 
munist police and Soviet troops, 
the chancellor said: 
“Besides the grief, besides the 
compassion for these heroes of 
freedom, there is pride, pride for 
all who rejected slavery. 
“All Germans behind the Iron 
Curtain call to us not to forget 
them. We will never rest—this I 
swear for the whole German peo­ 
ple—until they again have free­ 
dom, until all Germany is again 
united in peace and freedom.”

Neighboring tow ns of W arrens­ 
burg, Sedalia, W indsor, Knob Nos­ 
ter and La Mont w ere told in 1951 
: of plans for the base. They w ere 
1 asked to build 300 housing units, 
i 200 for rent and IOO for sale. This 
request was cleared through the 
J regional HHFA office in Kansas 
City, and Defense Housing appro­ 
val was given December 28, 1951.

stressing the urgency of the relo­ 
catable housing project for the 
Sedalia base, but sim ilar projects 
at other bases have been cancelled 
48 hours after we had been assur­ 
ed in w riting by high Air Force 
authority that plans w ere firm .” 
“We don’t blam e the Air Force 
pepple,” say the HHFA adm ini­ 
strators. “T heir plans w ere count­ 
erm anded by higher-ups on those 
other projects. But we have a re ­ 
sponsibility too, and w e’re going 
to approve these housing units for 
Sedalia Air Force Base until the 
fam ilies are there ready to m ove 
in.” 
Housing people adm it this lack 
of advance preparation will cost 
more, that it will take at least 
three m onths to advertise for bids 
and get the relocatable units built. 
Furtherm ore, unless the legisla­ 


tive, authority and appropriations 
for the relocatable units are ex­ 
tended beyond Ju n e 30, this w ill 
be impossible. 
Leaders of the nearby towns ai*e 
pleased by reactivation of the Se­ 
dalia Ait- Base. T hey will do th eir 
best to meet the housing dem and 
when it develops, but they do wish 
all the intereste d governm ent agen­ 
cies would agree on a plan and stay 
with it.

Soybean Field Losses

I f your soybeans don't grow 
and if your stand is poor, it may 
be that the seed beans were in­ 
jured in harvesting or during han­ 
dling operations. Injured seeds 
may not germinate at all, or they 
m a y 'sprout and produce stunted 
or deformed plants. 
In "a germination test at Iowa 
State College. Barger and Weber 
report that seed soybeans having 
no visible injury had 92" normal 
sprouts, 7% 
abnormal 
sprouts 
and 1% with no sprouts. Seeds 
with broken seed coats had 56'’ 
normal sprouts, 34% 
abnormal 
sprouts and 10' 
with no sprouts. 
The reported tests of these two 
lots were 92'' and 56'-' respec­ 
tively. For use as seed for plant­ 
ing it’s very important that the 
oeans be sound.

The best way to harvest soy­ 
beans is to combine direct from 
the standing stalks. 
The pods 
should be fully matured and the 
beans hard. Beans can be com­ 
bined at 14" moisture or higher, 
but they are not safe to store 
until the moisture is 13.5% or 
below. 
The pods should be dry enough 
to split open when squeezed be­ 
tween thumb and forefinger. Dry 
beans will crack all the way 
through when you bite them. If 
the beans are “cheesy” you can 
be pretty sure the moisture is too 
high. 
If soybeans are combined after 
the first good frost, the green 
stalks and the weeds are usually 
completely killed. If they aren't 
dead and dry they may clog the 
sieves- even though the beans 
are dry. Check the straw as it 
comes out of the machine. If the 
beans are all removed from the 
pods but cracked beans are com­ 
ing over, then the threshing ef­ 
fect is probably too great. Often 
the season for harvesting beans 
is rather short. So plan in ad­ 
vance for the e<ruipment so you 
can go ahead with harvesting 
when the beans are ready. Delay 
may be costly.

If your soybeans don't grow 
and if your stand is poor, it may 
be that the seed beans were in­ 
jured in harvesting or during han­ 
dling operations. Injured seeds 
may not germinate at all, or they 
m ay'sprout and produce stunted 
or deformed plants. 
In 3a germination test at Iowa 
State College, Barger and Weber 
report that seed soybeans having 
no visible injury had 925 normal 
sprouts, 7% 
abnormal sprouts 
and 1% with no sprouts. Seeds 
with broken seed coats had 56* 
normal sprouts, 345 
abnormal

The best way to harvest soy­ 
beans is to combine direct from 
the standing stalks.

The pods should be dry enough 
to split open when squeezed be­ 
tween thumb and forefinger.
